RAILWAY ACCIDENTS (COMPENSATION) AMENDMENT RULES, 1974 

8 . 0 . 119(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred hy section 82J of the Indian Railways Act, 
1890 (9 of rS9o), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Railway Accidents (Compensation) Rules, 1950, namely :— 

X. Short title and commencement.— ( 1) These rules may be called the Railway 
Accidents (Compensation! Amendment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall be deemed lo have come into force on the 14th day of December, T973. 

2. Amendment of rule 2. —In the Railway Accidents (Compensation) Rules, 1950 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal rules), in rule 2,— 

(a) clause (a) shall be releltcred as clause (an) and before the clause as so relettcred, the 
following clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

c ( a ) “ accidents ” means an accident of the nature described in section 82A of the Indi 
Railways Act, 1890 (9 of 1890);’ 

(6) clauses (e), (d), (dd), (e) and (ee) shall be omitted. 

3. Amendment of rule 4. —In rule 4 of the principal rules, the following explanation shall 
be inserted at the end, namely:— 

“ Explanation. —For the purposes of this rule,— 

(a) an accident shall be ..learned to be a major accident if the Central Government, by Order 
published in the Official Gazette, declares the accident (having regard to its conse¬ 
quences) to be a major accident or if according to the report ol the accident made 
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to the Central Government by the Railway Administration concerned, the number, of 
passengers dying as a result of the accident exceeds ten or the total number of passen¬ 
gers dying or sustaining injuries of the nature specified in the Schedule as a result of the 
accident, exceeds twenty; 

(6) an accident which is not a major accident within the meaning of clause (a) shall be 
deemed to be a minor accident. ” 

4. Substitution of rulas 6 and 7.—For rules 6 and 7 of the principal rules, the following 
rules shall be substituted, namely :•— 

“ 6 . Amount of compensation.—(i) The amount of compensation payable in rcspcc t 
of death or injuries shall be as specified in the Schedule. 

(2) The amount of compensation payable for an injury not specified in Part II of the 
Schedule but which, in the opinion of the Claims Commissioner, is such as to 
deprive a person of all capacity to do any work;, shall be rupees fifty thousand. 

(3) The amount of compensation payable in respect of any injury[—other than an 
injury specified in tnc Schedule or referred to in sub-rule (2)] resulting in 
pain and suffering shall be such as the Claims Commissioner may, in all the 
circumstances of the case, determine to be reasonable ; 

Provided that such compensation shall in no case exceed rupees ten thousand. 

(4) Where more than one injury is caused by the same accident, compensation shall 
be payable in respect of each injury ; 

Provided that where compensation has been paid for injury which is less than the 
amount which would have been payable as compensation if the injure person had 
died and the person subsequently dies as a result of the injury, a further com¬ 
pensation equal to the difference between the amount payable for death and that 
already paid shall become - payable. 

(5) Compensation for loss, destruction or deterioration of goods or animals shall be 
paid to such extent as the Commissioner may, in all the circumstances of the case, 
determine to be reasonable. 

7. Limit of compensation.—Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 6, the total 
compensation payable under that rule shall in no case exceed rupees fifty thousand in 
respect of any one person.” 

5. Amendment of rule 11.—In rule 11 of the principal rules, in sub-rule (1), clause (iv) 
shall be omitted. 

6 . Substitution of Schedule.—For the Schedule to the principal Rules, the following 
Schedule shall be substituted, namely :—

7. Saving.— Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the provisions of the princ- 
pal rules as they stood before the commencement of these rules, shall apply for determining the 
amount of compensation payable for Iosh occasioned by the death of a passenger dying as a result 
of an accident which occurred before such commencement and for personal injury and loss, dea- 
truction or deterioration of animals or goods owned by the passenger and accompanying the 
passenger in his compartment or on the train, sustained as a result of sudh accident. 
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EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Indian Railways (Second Amendment) Act, 1973, which amended section 82A ol' the 
Indian Railways Act, 1899, to increase the liability ot't&ilway administration in respect of accidents 
to trains carrying passengers, came into force on the 14th December, 1973. The amendment 
Act also contained a provision for amendment of section 82J of the principal Act so 
as to enable the Central Government to make suitable rules to carry out the amended 
provisions of section 82A of the principal Act. In view of this it is considered necessary 
that the amendment rules should also be brought into force from the i^th of December, 
1973. The provisions contained in the rules are for the benefit of the claimants in relation 
to a railway accident, and, as such no one will be adversely affected-
